JURY JUSTIFIES THE KILLING 


LATTIMER ‘STRIKERS 


Sheriff Martin and His Sixty-Six Deputies, Who 
_ Shot Down Unarmed Marching Men, Escape 
Punishment of Any Kind. 


Judge’s Charge Was Prac- 
tically Instruction for 
Acquittal.

The Charge Was First 
Degree Murder and 
Felonious Wounding.

LKESBARRE, Pa. March 9%.—Th 
jury in the case of Sheriff Martin 
his 66; deputies for the shooting of strik- 
ers at Lattimer, Sept. 10, this morning re- 
turned a verdict of not guilty, after being 
out since 6 o'clock yesterday evening. 

‘When the jury retired last evening they 
took only one ballot, and it was unanimous 
for acquittal. It is said the jury was pre- 
pared for a verdict before leaving the box. 
After the jury had been thanked aha dis- 
charged by Judge Woodward, District At- 
torney Martin asked that the defendants 
be required to continue their bail bond as 
there are still 17 indictments for murder 
hanging over them, and 38 for feloniously 
wounding. The bond was continued as re- 
quested. ‘ 

District Attorney Martin says he has not 
decided what to do with these other cases. 
The prosecuting committee, it is said, will 
insist upon further prosecution. 

Here are the important facts in the Mar- 
tin case: . 

Sept. 2, 1897, the miners began marching. 

Sept. 6 Sheriff James Martin arrived from 
Atlantic City and swore im 82 deputies. 

Sept. 10 the Sheriff and 66 deputies killed 
19 miners and wounded 3% at Lattimer, 
where they were going to urge miners to

Coal be made; further, that..the killing 


of the strikers was proyed brutal and wan- 
ton by the fact tbat the greater number of 
the wourded and dead were shot from be- 


hind after they had turned to flee. 

The contention of the defense was that 
the mining district was in a state of terror; 
that the Sheriff had reason to look for 
rioting and that under these conditions his 
word should have been supreme with all 
citizens who were inclined toward order; 
that the firing did not begin until beside 
refusal to obey the Sheriff's order the 
strikers had assaulted him and borne him 
to his knees and when his life was placed 
in danger. 

The charge of the court was practically 
instruction for acquittal. The judge in 
his charge discussed the nature of the 
office of Sheriff, his powers and duties, 


wens: 

"To disobey the summons of the Sheriff 
is to be guilty af a misdemeanor and shall 
subject the offender to the punishment of 
fine and imprisonment. 

“As the employer has no right to compel 
a man to work who does not wish to work, 
60 also is it true that the a et has no 
right to compel his fellow workman to quit 
work if he wishes to work. And the com- 

ulsion denounced by the law is not alone 
hat which consists in actual physical 
force, applied by one set of men upon an- 
other. It may consist in a course of ac; 
tion tending to overawe, or frighten, or 
stampede a body of men who are anxious 
to work as well as in laying a violent hand 
upon the individual workmen and forcing 
them by main strength to abandon their 
emplo ent and unite in a strike. 

“It Is certainly true that both at West 
Hazleton and at Lattimer the great body 
of the strikers failed to obey the Sheriff 
when he ordered them to disperse, and in- 
sisted on pushing on. Nor can it be doubted 
that the Sheriff had the right to issue the 
order. And, if it was the right of the 
Sheriff to command the crowd to disperse, 
then it was the duty of the crowd to obey 
his command. The right to give the order 
implies the duty of obedience to the order, 
and disobedience to it is ev.dence of a 
riotous purpose. 

“If I push on when the Sheriff orders me 
to stop I do so at my peril. If under all 
the evidence in the case, you are not satis- 
fied beyond a onable doubt that the 
Sheriff and his posse were impelled by a 
criminal or unlawful urpose, then the 
doctrine of the law which the common- 
wealth invokes, that, where there are many 
defendants the criminal act of one of them 
is under certain circumstances to re- 
garded as the crimina) act of all, has no 
place in this case. 

“The orders of the Sheriff were not to fire 
unless he gave the word, or unless his own 
life was in danger, and he was so situated 
as not to able to issue an order—or un- 
less the deputies themselves were in dan- 
ger vf losing their own lives by an as- 
sault upon them.

HAD A BATTLE IN THE WOODS. 


Mén Prétended to Be Stock Raisers 
and Got Rid of a Lot of Counter- 
feit Before They Were 
Discovered, 


Two counterfeiters were captured near 
Washington, Mo., at 1 a. m. Wednesday, 
after an exciting chase and desperate strug- 
gle. Two others who were with them es- 


_caped, and are now being pursued by City 


Marshal Edward Krekel of Washington 
and a posse of angry merchants. 

The particulars of the discovery and cap- 
ture were received here by United States 
Marshal Lynch, who has sent Deputy Mar- 
shal Edward Brennan to the scene. 

Three white men and a negro entered 


Washington, coming from the west, a week 
ago. The white men claimed that they were 
looking for @ suitable place to locate a stock 
ranch. They had plenty of money—doilars 
and half dollars—that have since been dis- 
covered to be spurious. 

A hotel keeper and several merchants 
who transacted business with the men have 
@ small bag full of the stuff. 

The discovery that it was counterfeit was 
made by a local bank clerk, who informed 
the City Marshal. The counterfeiters, ever 
alert, had left their lodging place and driv- 
en out of town. 

ey were tracked for miles atong a 
wagon road which runs parallel to the Mis- 
souri Pacific tracks, where the abandoned 
wagon was found. A little farther on the 
four men .were camping in a stretch of 
woods. They were ordered to surrender. 

There was. a struggie, during which sev- 
eral shots were fired, and the negro and one 
of the white men escaped. * The other two 
were handcuffed and driven back to Wash- 
~ ton, while the posse continued after the 
oO rs. 

The Marshal did not telegraph the names 
of the men. He informed the’ Marshal 
here that the negro was a desperado and 
ex-convict.

Still later came the statement of one of 
the prisoners, alleging that the negro and 
white man who escaped when the makers 
of the counterfeit and that they thad an 
entire plant located somewhere.

LONDON, March 9.—The presentation of 
the British naval estimates yesterday (in- 
creasing the expenditure by $7,202,000, adding 
to the personnel of the navy by 6,340 men, 
and providing for the building of three new 
battleships, four armoured cruisers and four 
sloops of war), has benn received with much 
satisfaction by the press and public. The 
total appropriation for the year, $118,890,000, 
has never been exceeded. he nearest ap- 

roach to that amount was in 1894, when 

117,520,000 was appropriated for the uses of 
the navy. Adding this year’s naval appro- 
priation to the army estimates over $240,- 
000,000 are to be expended on British de- 
fenses for the year, exclusive of the amounts 
to be spent on the Indian army and the 
armies of the self-governing colonies. 

The naval estimates show that surveys 
are in progress for works at Bermuda, 
Jamaica, the Island of Mauritius, and the 
Cape of Good Hope. 


DEPEW BREATHES EASIER.

Panic Averted, He Thinks, by Defeat 
of the Maximum Rate Law. 


NEW YORK, March 9$.—Discussing the 
‘decision of the. United States Supreme 
Court in the Nebraska maximum freight 
rate case, Chauncey M, Depew, President 


of the New York Central Railroad, says: 
“The contention of the men who framed 
the Nebraska law and of the people in 
other Western States who agree with them 
has been for years that the Legislatures 
have the right to confiscate railroad prop- 
erty within the States by fixing rates so 
low as to leave no return to stockholders 
and bondholders. If the doctrine had been 
sustained by the Supreme Court there would 
have been a panic in railway securities. 
There is now in bonds and stocks of rail- 
ways about $10,000,000,000, and most of the in- 
vestments of the country are based on 
these. If that investment can be 
rendered worthless over night 
bill jammed through the § Legislature 
and approved by a governor in three hours, 
nobody would invest in such property. 

“The decision of the Supreme Court ia 
just what every sound lawyer and business 
man expected it would be. It gives stabilit 
to investment, and will help not only rail- 
way investinents, but all other American 
business and securities. In other words, 
it is a declaration from the highest court 
that property is safe in this country, and 
that the accumulations of industry are not 
to be distributed by hostile legislators.

WASHINGTON, March 9.—The Senate has passed the $50,- 
000,000 defense bill without any debate. : 

The yeas and nays were taken on the passage of the bill, but 
there was not a dissenting vote. All pairs were broken and those 
present voted in the affirmative. Seventy-six Senators voted for 
the bill. 

_ Mr. McKinney, the enrolling clerk of the House, in anticipa- 
tion of the passage of the bill by the Senate, had the bill printed 
on parchment yesterday, ready for formal enrollment, byt it was 
not anticipated that the bill would be passed by the Senate with- 
out debate. 

The parchment copy, therefore, was still at the Government 
printing office when the bill passed the Senate and was returned 
to the House. 

Mr. McKinney, as soon as he learned of the action of the Sen- 
ate, telephoned the Government printing office to hurry the bill to 
the House by special mounted messenger. 

Partisanship gave way to patriotism in the Senate when the 
$50,000,000 defense bill was reported for passage, and it was quick- 
ly determined to outdo the House in prompt action. While some 
Senators had manifested a disposition to delay action until more 
light on the Cuban situation had been placed before the Senate by 
the President, when the test came, they wisely withheld their ob- 
jections and agreed to act with the majority for the national de 
fense. 

Perhaps never before in the history of the country has there 
been such unanimity of purpose as has been shown by the Amer- 
ican Congress in this emergency. 


WASINNGTON, March 9.—The Vice-President signed the de- 
fense bill at 3 o’clock and it was hurried to the White House by 
special messenger.

SCENES IN THE SENATE DURING 
THE PASSAGE OF THE BILL. 


WASHINGTON, March 9.—In anticipation of a discussion of the $50,000,000 
emergency appropriation bill, peoplé@ rapidly filled the galleries of the Senate to- 
day. Two hours before the Senate convened spectators began to appear in the gal- 
leries to secure seats and long before 12 o'clock the public and reserved galleries 
were filled. In the corridors outside were long lines of surging people anxious to 
secure admission to witness a session of the Senate that, in its consequences if not 
in its actual proceedings, gave promise of being momentous. In fact, it was thought 
that the Senate's action to-day might mark the beginning of a new epoch in the 
country's history and the public interest was fully proportionate to the action the 
Senate was to take. 


i conclusion of morning business Mr. Hale of the Appropriations Com- 


mittee jsaid: “I report from the Committee on Appropriations without amendment 
an actfto supply urgent deficiencies for the current year and for other purposes and 
I ask that it be placed on its passage.”

HAVANA, March 9 (via Key West, by the Post-Dispatch and World Tug Con- 
fidence.)—I am fortunately able to definitely state the exact position of Gen. Lee 
in respect to real Spamish attacks upon his official conduct and alleged Spanish de- 
mands for his recall. He knows nothing officially about the demand for his recall. 
What he gathers from the scanty and often contradictory cable notices in the local 
press constitutes his sole information on that subject. Under no circumstances will 
he leave Havana until expelled or recalled. 

Gen. Lee has noted some things decidedly nof favorable to Spain’s course of war 
and has thus sometimes merge walk State Department. This has been particularly 
so regarding Spain’s offer of allege autonomy, which now even its own originators 
regard as a farce and so state. 

Lee’s views on this question were only confidentially expressed to the State De- 
partment. They leaked to the Havana Government’s ears. 

About six weeks ago Congosto saw fit to write a note to Lee wishing to know if 
it was true that Lee’s views did not prognosticate glowing victory for the extensive 
autonomy reforms lately in process of emplantation in Cuba. 

In itself this query was a grave breach of diplomatic etiquette. A Government 
official’s reports to his superiors are supposed to be sacred. However, Congosto 
seemed to think that had Lee such ideas his position in the eyes of Spain would be 
decidedly “persona non grata.” 

He plainly threatened Lee with a Spanish demand for his recall if he would not 
rescind such pernicious ideas. . 

Lee smiled and grasped Congosto’s “bull” by the horns. He answered that should 
an official document be inscribed containing the mentioned reasons for his recall, and 
should it then be signed by all officials of Havana and Madrid, that he (Lee) would 
then take great pleasure in affixing to the document his own signature, and would 
forward it, thus completed, to the Government of the United States“ 

Immediately Congosto subsided and the “incident” was. closed. 

Gen. Lee considers that another sore point with new autonomical “secretaries” 
may be Sigsbee’s alleged oversight in not having called in turn upon each of the men, 
though he already completely and exactly fulfilled the naval regulations and his in- 
structions in calling officially upon Gen. Parrado and Spanish Admiral Manterola, 
Congosto having designated them as the proper persons. But the Autonomical 
Cabinet, whose power lies chiefly in its title, did not like it, and Congosto inveigled 
Gen. Lee and Capt. Sigsbee into an informal call at Cabinet headquarters in the pal- 
ace, after an official visit upon Blanco. 

The autonomical secretaries were quickly gathered together and every effort 
was made to give an official tinge to a strictly accident visit. 

Capt. Sigsbee, of course, said he would be glad to receive the gentlemen person- 
ally aboard the Maine. 

They went en masse and proposed an absolutely unexpected toast of official sig- 
nificance. Sigsbee rose to the occasion and returned their personal sentiments with- 
out one word of reference to either Government or autonomy. 

A typewritten report of his answer, made at once thereafter, shows this, although 
the Havana press quoted him as drinking to the success of Cuban autonomy. The 
Cabinet of secretaries did not like that, either. 

And Lee as the man of most prominent position has been covertly attacked ever 
since the occurrence of the three episodes mentioned. 

As regards the charges of communicating with the insurgents, Gen. Lee dubs 
them as absolutely false. Outside of sending an agent in an attempt to save Col.’ 
Ruiz’s life, as authorized by Blanco, Lee has sent no word to the field. 

As to receiving “‘presendados” and captured rebels in the Consulate, Lee con- 
siders his duty to send all possible information from both sides to Washington and 
to receive all callers at the Consulate duririg his regular office hours. 

Gen. Lee smilingly likens his position to that of the Senator from Rhode Island, 
in 1861, when State after State was seceding, who said in Congress: 

“I see your game, gentlemen; you're all going to secede from the Union and 
leave Rhode Island to pay the national debt.” 

One thing may be very definitely understood: 
leave Cuba until after the present crisis. He is firm and cool. 
here and, although hated by Spaniards, is much feared.

WOODWARD SAYS SPAIN CANNOT 
RAISE FUNDS FOR WAR PURPOSES.

WASHINGTON, March 9.—A cablegram just received from Minister Woodford 
has been laid before the Cabinet by the President. The Minister declares that Spain 
has exhausted every means of raising money for the prosecution of a war without 
success. All the financial centers of Europe have rejected her overtures. Gen. 
Woodford pronounces it an utter impossibility for Spain to secure funds with which 
to engage in hostilities against the United States. 

In reference to the political conditions which impelled the Ministry to sug- 
gest the recall of Gen. Lee, Minister Woodford says that Sagasta is friendly to the 
United States and will make every possible concession to preserve peace. 

The future danger, said Gen. Woodford, lies with the people. With a hostile ma- 
jority in the Cortes, and the probability that this will be continued at the forth- 
coming elections, the overthrow of the Sagasta Ministry is not unlikely. The suc- 
ceeding Ministry would be pledged to war in order to avoid revolution. 

If the Sagasta Ministry retains power, Gen. Woodford believes that Spain would 
endure humiliation rather than declare war against the United States.

ONE OF THE DALTONS. 


Jim Nite, the Only Survivor of the 
Gang, Charged With Murder, 
TYLER, Tex., March 9.—Jim Nite charged 
with murder, during the robbery of the 
Longview (Tex.)

‘A Sister of the Prisoner Adds Her Tes-

Mrs. Ada Kats, keeper of a restaurant 
end rooming house at 611 North Twelfth 
Street, is a prisoner at the Fourth District 
Police station, nominally to answer a charge 
of assault upon her li-year-old daughter, 
Pearl Grooms. The girl and Mrs. Katz's 
16-year-old sister, Maggie Shanks, in mak- 
ing a statement of the assault to the police 
assert that Mrs. Katz has been guilty of 
using them for immoral purposes in order to 
io the family purse. 

rom their story Police Captain Joyce is 
lead to denounce the case as the worst in- 
Stance of depravity that has ever come un- 
der his official observation. He has the 
two young girls confined in a cell as re- 
mote from that occupied by Mrs. Katz as 
he can arrange, and is holding them as wit- 
nesees against her, Warrants charging Mrs. 
Katz with assault and using the children 
for immoral purposes have been applied for. 

Mrs. Katz is only 4 years old, but she 
has a history. She has been an ,"‘extra giri’’ 
in a spectacular road show, and hae also 
traveled with several vaudeville companies, 
appearing in the customary ‘“burlesques’ 
and singing serio-comic songs in the olio. 
Ae a muchiy married woman she eclipses 
the famoua record established by an Amer- 
ican prima donna, for Katz, her present 
lord and master, is the fifth on her list.

TO EJECT FATHER TUOHY 


Writs Have Been Served and the Priest 
Will Fight the Case.

The papers in the ejectment sult against 
Father Tuohy of St. aPtrick’s Church were 
served on the priest, his mother and sister, 
on Tuesday and the cases are docketed in 
Justice Hennessy’s court for March 18 at 
2p. m. Archbishop Kain sues for posses- 
sion, $0 rent and $100 damages for the al- 
leged unlawful possession of the premises 
by the defendants, 

In this phase of the long conflict, as in 
most all other questions involved, Father 
Tuohy and the archbishop hold Glametri- 
cally opposita opinions. 

The heery of the archbishop’s suit is that 
all parish property is held in trust by the 
archbishop. All property is deeded to him 
and he will@ it to his successor in office. 
In cases where no will has been found the 
courts have vested the title in the suc- 
ceeding archbishop to be held in trust. In 
this case the archbish sues as trustee. 

Father Tuohy contends that parish 4% 
erty belongs to the people of the parish. 
In support of th’s he cites the case of St, 
Charlies Church, Detroit, in which both the 
civil and ecclesiastical courts—even to Rome 
iiself—upheld this doctrine. 

But Father Tuohy does not expect that 
the question of title will enter into the case. 
His position is that while his appeal is 
pending in the ecclesiastical courts, both 
as to the attentates and the main issues, 
the Archbishop hase no right to take any 
action, and that in no similar case on rec- 
ord has a civil court ever Interfered to 
srojudice the case of elther party. Father 

uehy wl be represented by McDonald & 
Fauntleroy. 

A high canonical authority writes to a 
friend of Father Tuohy to the effect that 
the “Archbishop's course is unwarranted by 
the rules of the apostolic oar Washington 
court, and if he has resorted to the civil 
courts, so much the better for the cause.”’ 

Father Tuohy has tpen expecting this ac- 
tion since Dec. ®, when the Archbishop 
wrote, threatening him with a recourse to 
the civil courts unleas he moved from the 
priests’ house. 

Thie was answered by Father Tuohy, 
through his counsel, as follows: 

“I would be sorry to see Your Grace car- 
rving out the threat so unjust to my client 
as contained in Your Grace's letter. It is 
not fair, as I respectfully eubmit, to try to 
deprive my client of his natural rights of 
defense.

GENERAL CONDEMNATION oF 
THE BOARD'S PLAN TO HAVE 
* SPANISH TAUGHT. 


IT IS AW USELESS EXPENSE. 


English Recognized as the Commercial 


Language in Mexico-and 
South America. 


The action of the Public School Board in 
directing the addition of the Spanish lan- 
guage to the curriculum of the High School, 
is generally amad generously condemned 
by the taxpayers, who cannot understand 
why this expensé of $3800 a year should be 
added when the board is notoriously slow 
in the construction of grammar school 
buildings that have been long demanded, 
and when every dollar of school money is 
needed for additional accommodations. 

The plea that a knowledge of Spanish is 
required in order to develop the commercial] 


interests between St. Louis and the South 
American Republics, is held by local mer- 
chants to be errant nonsense, since they 
have not found unfamiliarity of the lan- 
guage a bar to their progress. Besides, 
they ig ge | maintain that the Spanish 
tongue is fast disappearing from the South- 
erg countries, where English is supplanting 
it rapidly because of large intercourse with 
England and the United States. 

One merchant said: ‘‘The Spanish-speak- 
ing people of the South are learning Eng- 
lish, under the spur of necessity. Why 
6hould we teach Spanish in our schools as 
a mere fad? The commercial agents of in- 
dusiries in this city who are compelled to 
read, write and speak Spanish, have acquir- 
ed it from service in the South. na 
few years, at the rate a knowledge of Eng- 
lish is spreading through Mexico and her 
sister republics, even the Spanish-speaking 
agents we now have may be dispensed with. 

What folly, then, to set up panish as a 
fad, even though it be optional? I can see 
some reason why French and German may 
be provides, if the High School pypil wishes 
it, but a language that ie disappearing from 
books and from the social aad commercial 
relations of the world is worse than useless 
for public school peepeess. Taxpayers are 
weary of paying their money for such non- 
sense ae this.”’ 

Director Schroers, as chairman of the 
Committee on Rules, is the father of the 
Spanish propositon, while Prof. Woodward 
is its stepmother. Both made arguments 
in its favor Tuesday night, the professor 
DOOR ne in his usual dictatorial 
way, the timid objections offered by mem- 
bers of a practical mind. 

Fact is, the board is already appropriat- 
ing money out of next year’s revenues in 
order to meet the urgent demand for more 
grammar‘*schools. It is being properly 
condemgmed for adopting a useless fad in 
the ‘High School, literally throwing away 
$500 a year, when it has not a dollar to 
spare.

MUSTLEAVE THE CAVE 


HUMAN BEINGS WHO BURROW 
- WEAR RIVER DES PERES 
WARNED TO LEAVE. 


LAND WANTED FOR CORN. 


Farmer Gau Threatens to Break Up 
This Peculiar Settlement in the 
Interest of Agriculture. 


Tite odd little cave settlement just south 
of River des Peres and near the Iron Mount- 
ain Railroad tracks is threatened with de- 
struction, and the inhabitants may be com- 
pelled to seek other homes. 

Farmer J. C. Gan, who has a lease on the 


ground, says he intends to run a plough 
over the field. He intends also to cut down 
the surrounding trees. Then he will turn 
the place into an immense cornfield. 

An account of this strange village of 
cave dwellers was given in the Post-Dis- 
patch gome months ago. There were then 
three caves and seven residents. Since 
that time there has been an increase to four 
caves and ten inhabitants. 

All are men. ‘These caves are all built 
upon same principle and are about the same 
size, six feet long, six feet wide and about 
the same in height. The ceilings are of 
willow logs, the walls either covered with 
tin or boards and the floor of wood. 

All of the caves save one have two bunks, 
one on either side, running parallel. The 
exception has four, a double row of bunks 
on either side. In this the oldest inhabitant, 
Henry Sanders, chief de facto, lives. with 
three other men, Henry Scott, Philip Young 
and Jack Brown. In No. 2 are William Nel. 
son and John De Fex: in No. 3, Bill Brown 
and Mike Scotty, and No. 4 is occupied by 
Henry Evert and Joe Willlamson, who came 
late in the winter. ; 

The caves are built In an embankment 
and are furnished with a few cooking uten- 
sile, such as an iron pot, a skillet. tin cups 
and a few knives and forks that have seen 
better days. Instead of linen and blankets 
they use ordinary corn sacks for bedcloth- 
ing. Their food is not the most nourishing 
and consists chiefly of bread and potatoes 
and occasionally when one of the residents 
has been paid for work or an odd job he 
buys coffee for himself and neighbors. 

The cornfield formerly ended near the cave 
settlement and was a source of food to 
those who remained through the summer. 

Sanders says Farmer Gau has even gone

threatened to break up the caves if he 
(Sanders) got married and brought his wife 
there to share his miserable existence, 
which he fully intended do.

The Swiss Government has put Into force 
a new telephone tariff. The former charges 
for the use of a telephone were 8 francs 
($16) per year. The new rate is only 40 francs 
($8) per year. Tits gives the subscriber con- 


nection within the town where he lives. As 
in the United States, an extra charge is 
made for connection with points outside 
the limits of the city or township where the 
subscriber resides. But these charges are 
also vastly lower than here. The switch- 
ing charges, with a three-minute time limit, 
are as follows: Six cents for up to 31 miles, 
10 cents up to 62 miles, and 15 cents for 
greater distances.

BETTER MAN THAN TUCKER. 


So at Least Think the Men Who Are 
Familiar With the Work of the 
Two Players. 


A special from Brooklyn this morning an- 
nounces the signing of George La Chance 
by the St. Louis club. 

Manager Tim Hurst signed La Chance to 
cover first base for St. Louis. Hurst 
wanted Tucker, but as soon as that fact 
became known several clubs went hunting 
for the Washington first baseman. 

Brooklyn landed Tucker on Monday, and 


on Tuesday gave Hurst an opportunity to 
secure La Chance’s services for the Bt. 
Louis club. 

La Chance, who since 1894 has been the 
first baseman of the Brooklyn club, was 
born Feb. 15, 18%, at Putnam, Conn., but 
learned to play ball at terbury, Conn., 
where he afterwards took up his residence. 
He played as an amateur for a number of 
Seasons, and gained considerable local re- 
nown as a fielder and batsman. 

It was while playing with amateur clubs 
at Waterbury that he attracted the atten- 
tion of the officials of the Portland club of 
the New England League, and in 1892 he 
accepted his first professional engagement 
with that club. 

In 1898 he played with the Wilkesbarre 
team of the Eastern League, taking part in 
seventy-two champlonship contests, and 
ranking sixth in a fleld = 124 men in the 
official batting averages-of that league. It 
wes his excellentework in general, and his 
batting in particular, that led to his release 
being purchased by the Brooklyn elub of the 
Nationa] League and Amerigan Association, 
and he finished the season with the latter 
club. While with the Wilkesbarre club, La 
Chance filled several positions In its team, 
notably that ag catcher. ~ 

It was to _ out behind the bat that 
the Brooklyn club purchased his_ release, 
but he was used ag @ general utility man 
after joining that eub. ‘The illness of Man- 
ager Foutz, however, created a vacancy at 
first base, and La Chance was placed there, 
and has been filling the sition most ac- 
ceptably ever since, and distinguished 
himeelf by his excellent fielding and hard 
and timely batting. La Chance did some re- 
markably clever batting since joining the 
Brooklyn club, and some of his timely hits 
went far towards winning games for his 
club. His most noteworthy performance was 
while a member of the Wilkesbarre club, 
when he was credited with five safe hits, 
including two home runs, a triple and two 
double baggers, made in one game, and in 
two gamés between the Brooklyn and Louis- 
ville teams, played on the afternoon of 
Sept. 1, 1894, at Brooklyn, La Chance was 
credited with seven safe hits out of nine 
times at the bat, two singles in the first 
game and five consecutive hits, including a 
triple and two double baggers in the second 
one.

How It Broke Up Racing in the Lake 
City and Bankrupted the Mas- 
ter of Hawthorne. 


The row between Ed Corrigan and W. B. 
Sink, one of the big stockholders in the 
Pacific Coast Jockey Club, is growing hot. 
Sink the other day said: 
‘“‘As the sport is now conducted at Ingle- 
side itis nothing more than a ‘skin game.’ ’ 
When questioned as to what treatment 
brought him to thi# determination when he 
Was apparently infatuated with the game, 
Mr. Sink continued: 

‘“‘My horse Alvarado is a hard animal to 


get away from the post, and I informed 
Secretary Green that it was said that start- 
ing a horse over the hurdles improved the 
animal’s disposition, and asked whether if 
Alvarado were entered in a pompns race, 
he would be allowed to start, and he an- 
swered in the affirmative. On Saturday 
last Alvarado was entered in the hurdie 
event. In the morning of that day he 
worked through the stretch in 2% seconds, 
which fast work was observed by Ed Cor- 
rigan. A little later the secretary received 
word by telephone from Corrigan to scratch 
Alvarado, On going to the track my trainer 
asked me if I had-scratched the horse. and 
I told him no. On inquiring of Mr. Green 
the reason, he said: ‘Well, Mr. Corrikan 
ordered him scratched,’ ”’ 

“Are there other reasons for your with- 
drawal from the turf?’ was asked. 

“Yes, there are,” replied Mr. Sink. “I 
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Mr. Corrigan had been heard to say that 
“none of Sink’s horses would ever win a 
race if he could prevent it by scratching 
out.” He dated the antipathy of the Haw- 
thorne turfman toward himself from : 
time some two years back when he gave 
a note given by Corrigan to a bank for 
collection. “It was paid,’’ said Mr. Sink, 
“but I lost his friendship.”’ 

Corrigan’s battle with the San Francisco 
folks calls to” mind his old battles in Chi- 
cago. When he moved into the latte: city 
he opened the old Garfield Park track on 
the West Side and made over a million out 
of it. When he built Hawthorne he failed 
to cut the bridges behind him. The Han- 
kins-McDonald crowd moved into Garfield 
and ran it in opposition to Corrigan, getting 
all the business and putting Ed on the hog 
train. Then Ed started\the crusade which 
ended in the killing of Turfman Brown and 
the closing of all the tracks in and around 
Chicago. Corrigan then went West to build 
up his shattered fortunes and he was re- 
ported as succeéding quite nicely until this 
new row with his partners there was made 
public property.

$700,000,000 worth in actual cash value of 
real estate and franchises in the State of 
Missouri is knowingly permitted to escape 
taxation for State purposes year after 
year.”’ 

More especially is the board impressed 
by the committee’s statement that it ‘“‘has 
evidence that more than $350,000,000 worth in 
actual cash value of real estate and fran- 
chises in the city of St. Louis likewise goes 
untaxed.

he fire was burning low and with the 
idea of preparing it for the night Laraig 
sought to Kindle a brighter blaze before 
Danking it. 

Hie was alone in the kitchen, both doors 
of which were securely locked. Removing 
the stove lid, he poured on the smoidering 
coals a quantity of kerosense oil. 

Then he replaced the lid and waited for 
the fire to brghten. The result anticipated 
did not come as quickly as he thought it 
ehould, and he again opened the stove and 
peered in. 

There was an explosion that jarred the 
old bullding. Burning oll spattered over his 
clothing. 

The lad screamed loudly and the attention 
of other tenants in the bullding was at- 
tracted. They rushed to the rescue, but 
were handicapped by the doors being 
locked, After a momentary delay the door 
was broken open. The rescuing party con- 
sisted of several men and women. They 
found the fraatic boy running arouhd in a 
circie, Wie movements simply fanning the 
flame to greater fury. With commendable 
prossuse of mind one of the men grabbed a 

lanket and wrapping it closely about the 
youth successfully smothered the fire. 

Young Laraig fell to the floor tn a faint.
